HE eyes of mankind are fixed on Europe, 
where ‘grim visaged war’ holds sway— 
ithe long dreaded general European war. 
|Man’s extremity is God’s opportunity. This 
imay be the golden opportunity in which God’s 
‘Word shall appear as it truly is—the great 
channel of comfort and peace to the nations. 
It will be of unusual interest to read the 
llist of the Bible Societies of the world, or, 
ito speak accurately, of those. which publish 
| Scriptures, not merely distributing agencies. 
The auxiliaries of these societies number many 
‘hundreds. Special interest centers about the 
French and German societies at the moment. 
Naturally the primary responsibility for Bi- 
ble work rests with European societies. In 
ordinary times the British and Foreign Bible 
Society distributes in Germany alone several 
hundred thousand copies, but most of this 
must cease for the time. 

Such a table of Bible Societies, ordinarily a 
matter of technical detail, acquires a poignant 
interest at this hour. Necessarily, the labors 
of many of them must be largely intermitted 
forthe present. It becomes us, to whom God 
has given the blessing of peace, to be all the 
more earnest in making up for any lack. We 
must ‘‘mobilize’’ all our forces, but the weap- 
ons of our warfare are not carnal but mighty, 
through God, to the pulling down of strong- 
holds. 


THE war had scarcely begun when a cry 
came from the heart of Germany to the So- 
ciety, ‘‘ for Christ’s sake’’ to send Scriptures in 
German, French, Russian, and Polish, for use 
among the soldiers, and for gold, no doubt 
to aid in distributing them. This appeal, one 
of the last no doubt to come over the German 
cable, is reproduced on the opposite page. 
It came from the Christian Tract Society, of 
Cassell, a Baptist organization, at the head of 
which is the Rev. J. G. Lehmann, beloved and 
trusted for his useful labor in Germany. This 
will doubtless be followed by other similar ap- 
peals. Indeed, an appeal from Paris has been 
foreshadowed as likely. The Board of Mana- 
gers took the following action: 


The Board of Managers is deeply moved and dis- 
tressed by the horrors of the war in Europe, and 
deems it fitting to give expression to its sympathy for 
all those of every nation who must suffer anguish and 
bereavement. It is the earnest desire of the Society 


to do whatever it can to help them either directly or 
through our sister Societies in Europe. 

It directs that copies of this action be transmitted 
to such Societies as can be reached. 

We earnestly appeal, as Herr Lehmann 
does,‘ for Christ’s sake’’ now for contributions 
to enable us to meet such needs; probably 
this can best be done by our sending money 
to Bible societies and other organizations, 
like the one named above, able to deal with 


the situation.

THE sudden outbreak of war naturally raised 
the question whether Dr. Haven would be 
able to carry out his original plan of travel.

It 
need hardly be said he will be followed by 
the earnest prayers not only of his personal 
friends, but of all the friends of the Bible 
Society.

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Two European Bible Societies 


HUNDRED years ago Europe was be- 

ginning to hope for rest after a score 
of years of universal war. Russia, Austria, 
Prussia, England, France then, as now, were 
engaged ina titanic struggle due to a thirst 
for domination, not yet quenched, on the part 
of professional men of the sword. Six months 
after the crushing defeat at Leipzig, in May, 
1814, Napoleon was safely lodged on the 
Island of Elba. There the sea, it was 
thought, would wall in his ambitions forever, 
and there would be peace. The effect of the 
devastations of the Nepoleonic Wars in Eu- 


rope. A score of Bible societies were thus 
organized during 1813 and 1814. Among 
these, the Netherlands Bible Society, estab- 
lished June 29, 1814, and the Berg Bible 
Society, organized July 13, 1814, have just 
held their Centenary Anniversaries. 

The Netherlands Bible Society was organ- 
ized at the suggestion of the Rev. Mr. Pink- 
erton of the British and Foreigh Bible 
Society, the way having been prepared for it 
by the formation of a little English society in 
Amsterdam two or three months before. 

Amsterdam had been stripped of much of

rope, somewhat like that of captivity upon the 
Jewish people, was to stir in the people, from 
peasant to proud autocrat like the Czar Alex- 
ander of Russia, deep religious feelings. 
Terror and suffering and the loss of material 
possessions led multitudes to cry to God for 
help; and their hearts were like fertile soil 
torn up by the plowshare, and ready to receive 
the seed of the Word. 

The British and Foreign Bible Society had 
sent representatives to different European 


countries to stimulate the formation of Bible 


societies among the different nations of Eu-

its wealth and commercial importance at the 
ruthless dictate of Napoleon, and the people 
were ready to hail the establishment of a Bible 
society. The Netherlands Minister of the 
Interior was president of the society, and the 
workof supplying the people with the Bible was 
taken up enthusiastically. At least one half 
of the population of Holland was without the 
Bible. Members of the Reformed Church 
quite generally had Bibles; the Lutherans 
had afew; but very few indeed of the Roman 
Catholics had the book, or knew anything 
about it. Almost immediately auxiliaries

were formed at Rotterdam, and other places 
and within a year thirty-one Auxiliary So- 
cieties had begun to co-operate with the 
National Society. 

At the Centennial (which, by the way, the 
American Bible Society delegate by a mistake 
as to the date of the meeting, failed to reach 
in time), quite a number of representatives 
of Bible Societies were present. Thus the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, the Scot- 
tish National Bible Society, the, Bible Society 
of France, and many other societies on the 
continent of Europe took part in the exer- 
cises. The Queen Mother of Holland, who 
is a warm friend of the Bible cause, attended 
the services of the anniversary at the ‘““ New 
Church,’ probably known by that name be- 
cause it was new about five hundred years 
ago. 

The Netherlands Bible Society has devoted 
itself energetically to the work of Bible dis- 
tribution in Holland, seeing to it that the 
common people throughout the land are sup- 
plied with the Book through its..auxiliaries, 
which now number nearly a hundred. The 
faces of the Board of Directors seen in the 
picture on this page, suggest the strong de- 
termination with which the Bible work is 
carried, on. This Society is on terms of 
hearty fraternity with the American Bible 
Society, which obtains from its presses in 
Amsterdam the Scriptures provided for the 
use of people of Holland speech in the United 
States. Of these Bibles and Testaments five 
or six thousand copies are imported every 
year. The packing room where these ship- 
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ments are prepared is 
made more real to us 
by the accompanying 
picture. 

The chief foreign 
field ,of the WNether- 
lands Bible Society is 
the Dutch East Indies. 
As early as the begin- 
ning of the seven- 
teenth century the 
Dutch East India Com- 
pany began to provide 
for the religious in- 
struction of the people 
of the East Indian Is- 
lands which they oc- 
cupied. They arranged 
for the Bible to be 
translated into Malay 
as soon as the Dutch 
chaplains had acquired 
the language sufficient- 
ly to begin the work. 
Before the middle of 
the eighteenth century the whole Bible had 
been translated into Malay at the expense of 
the Dutch East IndiaCompany. This version 
became, however, very scarce after Napoleon 
seized the Dutch possessions in the East 
Indies. The Netherlands Bible Society, soon 
after its organization, began to feel com- 
passion for the needs of the people of the 
East Indies, given back to Holland after the 
fall of Napoleon in 1815. Since that time the 
Society has printed many thousand volumes 
in Malay for the use of the Netherlands mis- 
sions in Java and the Molucca Islands. 

Not merely local and national questions 
were discussed at the centenary at Amster- 
dam. Questions relating to the co-operation 
of the Bible Society with missions; to the 


best way of presenting the Bible to Moham-— 
to the use of the Bible in education 


medans; 
on the mission field, etc., were among the 
topics discussed by men of weight and special 
knowledge. 

At the close of the centenary exercises the 
Queen of Holland invited the international 
group of delegates to her summer palace, 
where they were entertained with royal hos- 
pitality, and received from the Queen individu- 
ally assurances of her interest in the eres 
work of the Bible Societies. 

On the ninetieth anniversary of the anes 
ican Bible Society the Berg Bible Society, by 
its President, Mr. Heinrich Schniewind (whose 
likeness we are glad to present), sent a special 
letter of congratulation. Mr. Schniewind con- 
cluded with these kindly words: 
pleasure and joy to see the United States, Eng-

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land, and Germany laboring together in- Bible 
work. I sincerely hope that God’s blessing 
will favor the three countries.’’ It was very 
pleasant this year to the Board of Managers 
to reciprocate this kindly feeling by appoint- 
ing a delegate to attend the Centenary of the 
Berg Society. 

The Berg Bible Society takes its name from 
the old Duchy of Berg, which lay in the moun- 
tain regions of the middle Rhine. Elberfeld, 
the city where the Berg Bible Society has its 
headquarters, in the twelfth century was little 
more than a castle of the lords of Elberfeld, 
who were feudatories of the Archbishop of 
Cologne. The territory of the Duchy, on ac- 
count of its situation, has a notable place in 
German history. It was the scene of the 
labors of the English missionary, Swidbert, 
who, in the year 649, threw the energy of a 
warrior into the enterprise of teaching the 
barbarians of the Rhine and the Ems. An 
old church in Elberfeld is a Roman Catholic 
Church, bearing the name of Swidbertus 
Kirche. The Duchy became a subject of bitter 
disputes between Frederick William First of 
Prussia, the Emperor of Austria, andthe King 
of France. Then Napoleon seized it and pre- 
sented it to his brother-in-law, the famous 
Cavalry General Murat. After Waterloo the 
general readjustment of the territories of 
Europe severed the Duchy from France. It 
has since formed a part of Rhenish Prussia. 

Elberfeld lies in the valley of the Wupper 
River. It has been equally famed in Ger- 
many for the extent of its manufactures, the 
diversity of its religious denominations, and 
the pious character of its 
inhabitants. It extends 
some nine miles along the 
left bank of the Wupper. 
On the right bank is the 
city of Barmen, home of 
the great Rhenish Mis- 
sionary Society. 

A large part of the 
people of Elberfeld are 
Roman Catholics, and 
many of these had never 
seen the Bible; some of 
them did not even know 
the meaning of the word. 
But the Roman Catholics 
united with the Protes- 
tants in support of the 
Bible Society. Baron 
Justus Gruner, a mem- 
ber of the Russian Coun- 
cil of State, after Napoleon 
was defeated at Leipzig 

in 1813, was made Govy- 
ernor General of the 
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Grand Duchy of Berg. He approved the con- 
stitution of the Berg Bible Society in his 
official capacity, and became its first President. 
An idea of the enthusiasm felt by these good 
people when they took up the Bible work 
may be judged from a letter which a secretary 
of the Society wrote to the British Foreign 
Bible Society in 1814, in which he said: ‘“‘We 
thank you for having drawn our district also 
into the circle of your union, and we join our 
prayers with yours that the spirit of our Lord 
Jesus Christ may powerfully carry the Word 
to the hearts of men.”’ 

The Berg Bible Society was formed, as we 
have seen, in a troublous time. Napoleon 
came back from Elba in February, 1815, and 
it was not until after the battle of Waterloo, 
in June of the same year, that these regions 
began to be quiet again. The Berg Bible 
Society had not even a chance to hold its first 
anniversary ; in fact, it did not have its first 
anniversary meeting until August of 1816. 
But it was not idle in the meantime. In1815 
it was able to issue an edition of 5,000 
Psalters; and the Society made use of these 
and of other Scriptures, which it afterward 
had printed, for the supply of the Prussian 
troops at various points in France, while the 
fate of Europe was being decided on many 
battlefields. 

The work of the Society has been mainly in 
its own proper field, the territory of the Duchy 
of Berg; but it has lent a hand in other direc- 
tions a3 opportunity offered. Its publications 
have been in the German language, but it has 
rendered help to the foreign fields of the

in German cover a wide range, from the little 
Gospel and the Pocket Testament to the 
Pulpit Bible. During the century of its ex- 
istence the Society has issued 1,230,840 Bi- 
bles, 1,590,800 Testaments, and 232,660 por- 


tions; making an aggregate of 3,054,300 
volumes. The issues of 1913 were 117,437 
volumes. 


The American Bible Society, having been 
invited to attend the centenary of this sturdy 
German Society, appointed the Rev. L. W. 
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Eckard, D.D., Secretary of our Atlantic 
Agency, as its representative. Dr. Eckard 
went to Amsterdam for the Centenary of the 
Netherlands Society, and thence to Elberfeld 
for the Centenary of the Berg Society. It is 
to be hoped that a little later the readers of 
the REcorD may hear of his experiences. He 
is now held in Switzerland along with many 
other Americans. The testimony of both So- 
cieties is that God has blessed them in their 
work. Let us hope that these Societies, now 
commencing their second century of activ- 
ity, may be blessed of God, so that their 
work may increase in influence, and more 
and more may have result in an uplift of 
thousands which shall redound to the glory 
of God. 


From the Balkan Mission of the American Board 


Samoxov, Butearia, April, 1914. 


ISS HASKELL reports from “The 
Balkans” as follows: 


I thank the Balkan (zee European Turkey) 
Mission for the privilege of the sooner fulfill- 
ing the duty I owe your Society, of writing 
to thank you for making it possible for us 
here to feed the hungry multitudes with the 
Bread of Life. Will you pardon me if I con- 
fine this report to my own personal share in 
this work, as it is not easy to gather together 
the reports of the various workers. 

In the late Balkan war it was usually diffi- 
cult to find any supply of Scriptures to equal 
the demand. Thousands of men suffering 
from enforced idleness in the hospitals, or 
waiting for peace negotiations to be con- 
cluded, were very eager for reading matter. 

In our nursing work in Adrianople from 
April to August we made it a point to carry 
to the hospital each noon some of the litera- 
ture so generously supplied by the Samokov 
Book Department. Men would wait on the 
front steps; they begged for visits to their 
wards; they said it was much easier to under- 
stand the things read if someone explained 
them. Good Dr. Bowen furnished all the 
Scriptures possible under the circumstances, 
for it was not easy to get supplies from head- 
quarters. In one ward the men complained 
of not being able to get hold of the Gospel of 
John, because so many were after them. A 
father begged for a copy to send his six chil- 
dren. We thought six children deserved a 
whole Testament; then a comrade of the man’s 
wished to buy the Testament, and the father 
replied that no money could buy it unless he 
could replace it. 


A young peasant whom I had not met (our 
hospital had from 500 to 800 men) hunted me 
up and asked me to buy a Testament at any 
price. Let me make aconfession here. The 
recovery of some invalids was much retarded 
by heartbreaking news from home of hungry 
children and distracted wives. The money 
for the few Scriptures we could sell was sent 
to relieve such cases. We added to it, and 
are now willing to refund it if you desire. 
We told the stories to the officers’ ward, and 
they overpaid for their books because of. the 
needs. A sub-lieutenant began at Genesis 
and had reached Acts when, the Turks return- 
ing, caused his flight. In my little experience 
I have found army officers more reverential 
to the Bible than men of other professions, 
such as physicians and teachers. The officers’ 
ward sent for me several times to visit them. 
But not all the doctors were indifferent. The 
head of the Sanitary Inspection sent his or- 
derly three times (the distance of ten kilome- 
ters) to buy a Bible. An army doctor begged 
me to tell him where to find certain passages 
he thought capable of scaring his unworthy 
nurses into more devotion and energy. Later 
I learned that the nurses would have been 
thankful for anything capable of scaring their 
doctor into kinder methods of action. Later 
a letter came from the doctor asking for a 
Bible, and I quote from his letter of acknowl- 
edgment, as showing the attitude of certain 
educated classes toward the Bible: 

We do not believe in the facts the Bible 
states, but we highly prize its moral teach- 
ings. We, erring mortals, find here that soul 
relief one finds in Socrates, after one has been 
muddling his mind with the useless atoms 
and ether of Socrates’ predecessors. Of 
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course it is necessary to abstract from the 
Bible teachings which were written by un- 
learned and ignorant men for the great mass 
of mankind. Be assured, respected made- 
moiselle, that this book shail not be wanting 
from my work table.”’ 

By marking Bibles we have tried to help 
them accomplish more for needy souls. Some- 
times we have written where to find remedies 
for various soul ills. Let me give an illus- 
tration of how practical a book the Bible can 
be. One day the dressing of a wound utterly 
unnerved a certain stranger brought to our 
hospital. When there came the opportunity 
we quietly told him not to feel so badly; that 
there was Another to care for him who called 
himself ‘‘Good Shepherd,” and said that he 
laid down his life for us all, when to my sur- 
prise the patient remarked, ‘John, the tenth 
chapter. Thank you so much for the words. 
I knew them, but needed someone to remind 
me.”’ 

Are you weary? Would you like to know 
that certain soldiers begged me over and over 
to send Testaments to their wives? Only re- 
cently came a letter from a wife of a present 
prisoner of war saying she spends all her 
spare time reading your Testament. Let me 
give a couple of more incidents and I close. 
In the course of events last summer fate cast 
me on the banks of the Sea of Marmora, into 
the Turkish military hospital to nurse Bul- 
garian captive invalids. Near by loomed up 
the walls of the grim Selimeh Barracks where 
1,200 of our men were held as prisoners of 
war. The books we had carried there and 
asked the commander’s permission to dis- 
tribute, were still awaiting his censorship 
after two weeks. This commander kindly 
allowed me at times to visit the invalids of 
the barracks, and in doing so I needed to pass 
a room where Bulgarian officers were huddled 
together like sheep, with unwashed bed linen, 
and looking like wilted flowers, although 
Shukri Pasha in the Palace Splendide in Sofia 
had his suite of rooms, and Bulgaria’s capital 
was full of gay Turkish officers going about 
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freely and living in luxury as guests of Bul- 
garia. 

One day by accident I met a group of our 
officers alone in. the corridor of the barracks. 
This was a mistake on the commander’s part 
for which I was duly grateful. The poor 
officers were ready to curse the shrapnels 
and shells that had left them alive on the 
battlefield. They were pining for employ- 
ment and for hope. On my next visit to the 
barracks I carried under my arm as many 
Bibles and Testaments as I thought would 
not attract attention. I asked no permission, 
but simply on my way to the hospital ward 
stopped and knocked at the officers’ room. 
In a minute we were talking of the wonderful 
opportunity leisure gives for soul culture. 
We turned to the table of contents and marked 
Exodus, the deliverance from captivity, Esther 
and Daniel, the lives of captives, Philippians, 
the epistle of joy, as well as Ephesians and 
the Timothys, written from prison, and Reve- 
lation, written from exile. We dared not 
stay and discuss things. We prayed that the 
angels who shut the lions’ mouths of yore 
might be sent to guard the life of our escort. 
On the ship which carried the captive invalids 
and myself back to Bulgaria, an invalid offi- 
cer’s orderly said he had read your Testa- 
ment from cover to cover and was so thankful 
for it. 

Dr. Bowen had given us Turkish and Greek 
Scriptures for the hospital, and some were 
left over and carried to Sofia. A personal 
friend from the war, a good-natured Turkish 
colonel, distributed the Psalms and Proverbs 
to his fellow officers in the hotel, quite amused 
over having become a missionary. 

Again we thank the American Bible Society 
and its dear good representative, Dr. Bowen, 
for the possibility of helping these souls. 
Excuse the letter for being a personal report. 
The Balkan Mission wished a letter on their 
own behalf and desired to send you their 
fraternal greetings. We pray God to prosper 
your many endeavors and ask your prayers in 
behalf of seed sown. 


A Cheering Word from the West Turkey Mission, 
Constantinople 


HE Western Turkey Mission of the A. 
B.C. F. M., through two of its mission- 

aries, Mr. A. M. Barker and Mary C. Fowle, 
has forwarded to us the following report of 
progress. Surely it is better news than that 
which fills the newspapers at the moment in 


which it is received. Wars and rumors of 
wars fill the air. In the midst of it come 
these wonderful instances unchanging of the 
power of the Word of God: 


The Western Turkey Mission of the A. B. 
C. F. M. sends you greeting, and thanks you 
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for all your efforts in the dissemination of the 
Word, and your co-operation in our problems. 

This past year the work of the Kingdom 
has made steady progress, we feel sure, 
though no very striking results can be re- 
ported. Our part is but to sow the seed, 
which the Spirit of God will bring to fruition 
in his own time and way. 

You may be interested in some incidents 
brought out in annual reports of the various 
stations, or in individual conversations. 
From a village in Marsovan station field 
comes the story of a boy, a student in Anato- 
lia College, who so interested the people of 
his village in Bible study that the authorities 
of the Orthodox Greek Church there procured 
some two hundred copies of the Bible for the 
use of the people of the village. 

In an Armenian town near Sivas we have 
had for two years a Bible-woman, whose son 
—a recent graduate of our Normal School— 
has done the preaching as well as the teach- 
ing. This year she is seeing the fruits of her 
faithfullabor. About the beginning of Lent 
the little daily noon prayer meeting she had 
been holding with a few earnest ones of the 
congregation, began to be attended by Gre- 
gorian women. She was wise and tactful in 
her relations with them. At first she told 
Bible stories, then after some days began to 
read them. After trying to sing some of 
their Gregorian chants (which, by thé way, 
she had to teach them), one day at their re- 
quest she sang some of our hymns. The 
women soon caught the rhythm and joined in 
with her. Before long the first room and the 
one adjoining were filled to overflowing (they 
had long since “‘expelled,”’ as she put it, the 
brethren who had at first met with her), and 
at noon, when she returned from her visita- 
tions as Bible-woman, she would find thirty or 
forty waiting in front of her locked door. 

One day, after the story of Zaccheus, a 
woman who had stolen a copper dish more 
than a year before, returned it, and the resti- 
tution was accepted in the spirit in which it 
was made. 

A young bride had been learning to read in 
her father’s house; but now not only was she 
openly studying her Testament, but the older 

brides’ in the house, even the mother-in-law, 


were struggling to master the queer marks, ° 


to read for themselves the words of life. 
When the Bible-woman asked’ them why 
they never went to church, they said they 
couldn’t understand anything, as the service 
is entirely in ancient Armenian. But they 
urged her to go with them, which she did, and 
they returned with her to the chapel. Threats 
of excommunication, beatings, slander, per- 
secutions of every sort availed naught. 
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At last, to keep any hold on his flock, the 
priest had to preach to them in the dialect. 
One afternoon some women came rushing in, 
crying, ‘‘ Our priest is converted! our priest 
is converted! He preached to us to-day.” 

She showed herself a friend to the people, 
and in the simplest way won them to her 
Master. No one could visit the village and 
see the great change that has come over it in 
these few weeks—for they have no time for 
gossip, and the usual quarrelsome spirit is 
gone—without being convinced that to-day 
the Spirit of God can and will work mightily 
through His Word, if only we are truly con- 
secrated to him. Our brothers and sisters 
there ask for our prayers, that they may know 
just how to conserve the spiritual power that 
has been manifested, so that the change may 
be an abiding one. There are many more 
who wish to take reading lessons than she can 
possibly look after. With the same earnest, 
self-forgetful spirit, her experience might be 
repeated in many places. 

Several stations are using to advantage the 
little single Gospels and Epistles sent by Mrs. 
Merriam. In one school the Acts, and later 
the Epistles, were put into the hands of a Bible 
class and thoroughly studied. In another the 
booklets were used as prizes, even a Moslem 
receiving one. When he was given an oppor- 
tunity to exchange it for ““A®sop’s Fables,”’ 
he preferred to keep his John! We heard of 
one college student who was making a com- 
parative study of the Bible and the Koran. 

In our mission hospitals daily prayers are 
conducted in the wards and for the out- 
patients. Where men and women of all 
creeds are being healed of their physical ills, 
the way is frequently opened for personal 
conversation. The discharged patient has 
often received a new point of view that not 
only changes his own life, but effects the 
lives of many other people. Frequently they 
ask to borrow a Bible, or even buy one, 
which we gladly let them do. A few weeks 
ago a Moslem patient was very anxious to 
buy a “‘ Pilgrim’s Progress,’’ which happened 
to be unavailable at the local bookstore just 
then. As the hospital had several copies, 
they let him take one. In this way our pub- 
lication department could reach many, if funds 
were available. 

Together with a large part of the Christian 
world, the burden of our thoughts and prayer 
in this meeting has largely been the Moslem 
problem. These people need the regenera- 
tion only the love of Christ can bring. Many 
are being reached by the Word. We ask your 
prayer for them and for us, that we may be 
guided to follow the Master’s plan in helping 
them to the Light.

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The Year in the West Indies 


E make room for a few typical extracts 
from Mr. Jordan’s annual report: 


Porto Rico 


This compact island, with its one million 
inhabitants, has been very thoroughly can- 
vassed by the workers of the American Bible 
Society. Within the two preceding years two, 
and in some cases three, house-to-house 
visitations had been made of all the towns 
and villages of the island. The work of 1913 
has, however, been almost entirely in the

country sections, the Agent working with the 
colporteur, using the automobile along the 
one thousand miles of splendidly macadamized 
roads connecting all the important sections of 
the island. Our plan has been to take two 
colporteurs with us. The Agent, acting as 
chauffeur, remained near the machine, visited 
the nearby houses, and talked with the 
passers-by ; while the other workers visited 
the more distant houses located in the fields 
and mountains on either side of the road. 
This work is exceedingly interesting and 


fascinating from every point of view. Pathetic 
in the extreme, however, is the poverty seen 
in places, especially on the south side of the 
island. Huts made of the leaf of the palm 
and thatched with grass, containing generally 
two tiny rooms without a single article of 
furniture except a few soap boxes, which 
serve as seats, and an old, much worn 
hammock in which to swing the baby, consti- 
tute the homes of large families. The 
struggle for a mere existence is a very 
serious matter. Christian America ought to 
be studying some way to provide these poor, 
half-famished people with an opportunity to 
earn a living wage. 

In the northern parts of the island con- 
ditions were, on the whole, better, and talks 
with several of the laborers showed that they 
were pleased with their lot. One man to 
whom I offered a book said that he could not 
read; but stated with pride, pointing to a 
little boy of seven or eight, that all of his 
children could read, and that one of his 
daughters was going to take the teacher’s 
examination. ‘The Americans have done 
us poor people a lot of good,” said he. “In 
Spanish times the children of a man like me 
had no chance.”’ 

During the last three years practically the 
whole island has been included in our efforts, 
and 80,764 copies of the Scriptures sold to 
the people of Porto Rico—35,130 books in 
1911, 30,441 in 1912, and 15,193 during the 
year just closed. 3 


Cuba 


Cuba, with its thousands of square miles of 
virgin soil of almost inexhaustible fertility, 
located near our own shores, and with its 
splendid and constantly improving trans- 
portation facilities, spells opportunity as 
does no other of the Antilles. Cuba is facing 
an era of unexampled prosperity—a prosper- 
ity that many feel is coming too fast for the 
good of its people, as intellectual and 
spiritual progress are not keeping pace with 
the material. God save Cuba from the flood 
of political and social corruption and de- 
bauchery that is bound to follow in the wake 
of commercial prosperity, if not held in check 
by the salt of the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Our workers have been doing their 
best to meet the situation and rise to their 
responsibilities and opportunities. |

Santo Domingo 


This exceedingly fertile island awaits the 
touch of modern progress. Somewhat distant 
from the lines of communication, the material 
progress of Cuba is not in evidence here, 
though its natural advantages are fully as 
great. Bible Society workers have always 
been kindly received in Santo Domingo, and 
in this country, where ‘‘the revolver seems to 
be considered more important than any article 
of clothing,” the Bible colporteur journeys un- 
armed and unmolested, and the Book is gladly 
purchased. 

In a recent canvass of the capital very few 
houses were found that did not contain a copy 
of the Scriptures in some form or other as a 
result of former colportage work, and no one 
refused to purchase on religious grounds. 
There is no other section of our field where 
so large a proportion of the educated people 
own a Bible as inthe cities of Santo Domingo. 

Mr. Williams visited the country first five 
years ago, and has just been comparing notes. 
He says, in a recent letter: “‘ Five years ago 
probably not ten per cent of the literate popu- 
lation possessed any part of the Bible. Now, 
I believe, at least ninety-five per cent have it. 
When I left Porto Rico I spoke of trying to 
find a plan that would induce the men as a 
whole to buy a Bible. It was not necessary. 
They all bought just because they thought that 
what all the world was buying Dominicans 
should not fail to possess. Some,I am sure, 
had a better motive and have profited by it.’ 

Haiti 

Quarantine and revolutions combined have 
prevented the Agent from doing personal work 
in Haiti during the past year. One call was 
made at Port-au-Prince and Jacmel in June 
when ez voute from Cubato Porto Rico. How- 
ever, with the help of the Rev. Paul Delattre, 
of St. Marc, and Mr. Normil Posy, of Jacmel, 
the latter working under the direction of the 
Rev. Mr. Lherisson, we have secured the cir- 
culation of some 4,000 copies. One of the ob- 
jects of the change of residence of the Agent 
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to Brooklyn has been to place him in closer 
touch with these last two countries, and we 
hope during the coming year to carry on an ag- 
gressive campaign that shall cover the whole 
island. 

The French Islands 

Here our activities for the past year have 
been confined to Guadeloupe and its depend- 
encies, where we have maintained a colporteur 
throughout the year. While the phenomenal 
sales of the first two visits have not been kept 
up, yet there has been a constant circulation 
in spite of the ecclesiastical opposition that 
has been aroused. 

While we still have to report asin 1912 that 
the American Bible Society is the only evan- 
gelical organization in the field, yet we are 
glad to report the presence of an independent 
evangelist, who is spending all of his time 
traveling from point to point distributing 
tracts and preaching the gospel from house to 
house, namely Mr. Louis J. Germain, who saw 
the report of the Agent’s first visit to Guade- 
loupe in the RECORD, and felt it to be the call 
of God to him to go to supply the need in 
these islands, and for the past two years has 
been faithfully witnessing for his Master 
in this exceedingly beautiful though much- 
neglected portion of our field. His permanent 
address is Pointe-a-Pitre, Guadeloupe. 

Mr. Henri Ruga, a native of Switzerland, 
was present when the writer told the story of 
Guadeloupe in the mission church in Fajardo, 
P. R. (see March REcorpD, page 44), and has 
since given up a comparatively lucrative po- 
sition to volunteer for service as colporteur. 
He has been working among the people of 
this island for the last four months. He re- 
ports a very great desire on the part of many 
whom he meets to hear the gospel. In fact, 
ten days after his arrival in Pointe-a-Pitre, 
he was handed a petition, signed by fifty 
persons, and directed, through the American 
Bible Society, to the Foreign Mission Boards 
of America, stating that the Bible is not 
taught nor the gospel preached in their island, 
and pleading that a missionary be sent them. 
He attributes this desire on their part largely 
to the influence of Mr. Germain. 


Some Recent Items from the Pacific Agency 


HE Pacific Ocean and all that relates to 

it are at the moment of unusual interest 

in view of the strange events that have 

brought eastern and western nations into con- 
flict there. 


The Pacific Coast Agency, looking out 


over the Pacific, has peculiar problems to 
face. Mr. Mell and his advisory board have 
been gladdened by a visit from Dr. Haven en 
route to the Far East, as is told in another 
column of the Recorp. Both he and Dr. 
North, one of the secretaries of Methodist 
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Foreign Missions, were received with great 
warmth of interest. As they are both mem- 
bers of the Federal Council of Churches of 
America, a dinner and reception was given by 
a committee of the Council in their honor, at 
which 125 persons were present. Dr. Haven 
gave a stirring address on the work of the 
Society. He preached on Sunday and ad- 
dressed the Methodist Ministers’ meeting on 
Monday, and, like St. Paul, was “‘accompanied 
unto the ship’’ bythe brethren. May the spirit 
of the apostles and prophets be upon him! 

But the work goes on in California in the 
usual way, reaching out far and wide. Two of 
the colporteurs, Mr. Arthur and his wife, are 
planning a tour through Oregon and northern 
Washington along the Columbia River. The 
Rev. Mr. Telfer goes from southern Califor- 
nia to tour in Nevada. The mobilization of 
colporteurs proceeds successfully. 

Mr. Mell sends from San Francisco some 
touching instances of the colportage work 
done under his direction there. Bible distri- 
bution is not the dry, technical, lifeless labor 
that many persons think. 


Our dear Mr. Laurentcie has been our col- 
porteur for several years among the French. 
He is a godly, consecrated Frenchman, evan- 
gelical and evangelistic. For three years he 
has made a heroic fight against the ‘‘ white 
plague.’’ He doesn’t look like a consump- 
tive, but oh, his cough! He goes to the Ha-

waiian Islands, and takes along some Gos- 
pels, for he is indefatigable in this work. 
He had only money enough to land, and 
should he not get better, he will try to get 
permission to go to the Leper Island and 
spend his last days doing 
what he can for those life 
prisoners. After bidding 
him good-by and his ship 
was backing out into the 
bay and we could no longer 
speak to each other, he put 
his hand to his heart and 
lifted his face to the sky, 
with his hand pointed to- 
ward heaven, and I turned 
away with a heavy lump in 
my throat, so sad that I 
could not keep back the 
tears; but I could not but 
rejoice in such a triumph- 
ant faith, We will hear. 
from him. French hero- 
ism on the battlefield has 
never been lacking. Is not 
this bit of heroism worthy 
of double honor ? 

Mrs. Ada Lee, of Cal- 
cutta, India, is with us. 
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We had got word from the Rev. Mr. Lee of her 
coming to educate their two boys in southern 
California. She brought along a Hindu boy 
who was rescued by her in the famine, and 
adopted him as her own son. He took her 
name, but no legal papers were made out. The 
immigrant officials here refused to admit him, 
and what a time we had! They finally recom- 
mended that he be admitted on bond, but the 
case goes nowto Washington, and will take sey- 
eral weeks. Mrs. Lee’s father is on his death- 
bed at Los Angeles, so Mrs. Lee had to part 
with her servant at the island until his case is 
decided. In saying good-by the Hindu boy 
broke down and wept, and asked that Mrs. Lee 
sendto him his Bengali Bible and hymn book. 
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These were so packed away that she would 
not be able to do this until after she got to 
Los Angeles. And oh, the joy of both 
Mrs. Lee and the Hindu boy when they 
found out that we would be able to furnish 
him with a Bengali Bible‘right away, and 
we have sent one to the island with the dea- 
coness, Miss Maurer, who distributes the 
Scriptures for us at Angel Island (our Ellis 
Island). 

Mrs. Lee brought this Hindu boy to this 
country to help her, and also to keep up her 
and the boy’s Bengali language. But the 
local officials are determined to keep out the 
Hindus at all cost, yet I am in hopes that the 
appeal to Washington may avail. 


An Incident 


R. E. H. PEARCE, a former superin- 
tendent of the American Bible So- 

ciety, tells the following incident concerning 
a Mexican boy attached to an officer of the

United States Army stationed at La Mesa, 
on the Rio Grande, acting as his valet, until 
the officer resigns his commission and returns 
to his home in Kentucky, bringing the boy 
with him. 


Drifting out of the officer’s employ, on ar- 
riving in Kentucky, Avolis goes to a farmer 
near Olmsted, Ky., near Rill, in ‘“ Browder” 
neighborhood. Avolis gets it “rough” on 
the farm. At the country church in the 
neighborhood Avolisis present. One Sunday 
the pastor extends an invitation to those “‘in 
need of a friend.’’ Avolis goes up and kneels. 

Pastor: ‘“‘ Well, my boy, what’s the 
trouble ? ”’ 

The boy replied: ‘‘ Me Mexican boy, 
tousands miles from my widow mudder, at 
Le Mesa, Mexico; come with army man to 
United States to make money to help mudder. 
He turn me off; I goto farm. Meno under- 
stand ’Merican ways; me no read, write; me 
want go to school so know how to be good 
and do things like ’Merican boys, and go back 
when make money to help mudder and little 
brudder and sister. Me need Jesus for my 
friend.”’ 

The pastor: “‘Friends, come up and kneel 
around this homeless little stranger in a 
strange land, who wants Jesus for his friend.’’ 

They came. The little Mexican sobbed on 
his knees, with wet faces all about him. 
Presently he arose with a peaceful coun- 
tenance, a new light in the wet eyes of all. 
Then the benediction. 

Three weeks later (July, 1872) the Amer- 
ican Bible Society man is southward bound 
on L. & N. train from Louisville to Memphis, 
Tenn., on official duty. A friend is on the 
train who was present at the incident at the 
country church and related the above. 

The American Bible Society man, just be- 
fore the conversation, replaced in his hand 
satchel a small Bible. His reading had closed 
with a verse in Matthew, 25: ‘“‘I was a 
stranger and ye took mein.” A week later 
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the young Mexican, in a cadet gray suit, 
was admitted as a student to the Kentucky 
Military Institute at Frankfort, Ky., where he 
became proficient. Two years later he was 
proprietor of a small printing office at La 
Mesa, Mexico, supporting the widowed mother 
and her family. The friend upon whom he 
had relied in the little country church in Ken- 
tucky had come near. 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE fourth stated meeting of the Board of 

Managers of the American Bible Society 

in its ninety-ninth year was held at the Bible 

House, New York, on Thursday, August 6th, 

at 3:30 p.m., President James Wood in the 
chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
Dr. Fox, who read the forty-sixth Psalm and 
offered prayer. 

The following minute on the life of the 
late Vice-President Joshua L. Chamberlain 
was adopted: 


Major-General Joshua L. Chamberlain, one of the 
Vice-Presidents of the American Bible Society, died 
in Portland, Me., on February 24, 1914. 

General Chamberlain was born in Brewer, Me., 
September 8,1828. His ancestors bore an honorable 
part in the early history of the Colonies. When four- 
teen he entered a military academy at Ellsworth, Me. 
He taught school for several years and studied for 
the ministry. At nineteen he entered Bowdoin 
College, where he took honors in every department. 
He was graduated in 1852 and entered Bangor 
Theological Seminary. For several years he was 
instructor in various departments in Bowdoin, after- 
ward taking a course of study in Europe. 

At the breaking out of the Civil War he was made 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the Twentieth Regiment of 
Maine Volunteers, and, according to certain accounts, 
in twenty days was at Bull Run. He was soon made 
colonel of his regiment. At Gettysburg, July 2, 1863, 
his admirable conduct was recognized by the govern- 
ment in the bestowal of the congressional medal of 
honor for ‘‘conspicuous personal gallantry and 
distinguished services.’? A month later he com- 
manded'a’ brigade of the Fifth Corps,.and on June 


18, 1864, he was promoted to the rank of Brigadier- © 


General at the hands of General Grant. General 
Grant at the time said he had ‘‘ never before made a 
promotion on the field of battle.’’ : 

After the war (1871-83) General Chamberlain was 
Governor of the State of Maine and President of 
Bowdoin College. He was at one time President of 
the Society of the Army of the Potomac, and Com- 
mander of the Loyal Legion of the United States and 
of the G. A. R. of Maine. He had been President of 
the Maine branch of the Red Cross. He had a 
decided literary gift and was the author of a number 
of books and of the article on Maine in the Encyclo- 
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peedia Brittanica. One of his more notable volumes 


is entitled ‘‘ Ruling Powers in History.’’ 
Until within a few years he was an active man of 
affairs, in spite of his advanced age. ‘Though he 


suffered constantly from the effects of his wounds, 
his vigor of bearing and the activity of his mental 
powers were such that his sufferings were not known. 
A certain writer has said, ‘‘ His disabilities were not 
ordinarily apparent.’’ ‘The same writer says: ‘‘ris 
habitual calm manner might have led to the impres- 
sion that he was altogether mild, but he was a strict 
and almost a severe disciplinarian, and of an im- 
petuous temperament, which was strikingly manifest 
when called to action. This was the basis of his 
peculiar reputation in the war as a daring leader in 
desperate moments.’’ No relationship that he 
sustained to the Christian public was more appre- 
ciated by him than his relation to the American 
Bible Society, in whose work he was most deeply 
interested. 


President Wood made formal announcement 
of the death of Schuyler B. Jackson, Esq., of 
Newark, N. J., who died at Narragansett 
Pier, R. I., Tuesday, July 28th, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to prepare a minute on 
his death. 

A cablegram from the Christian Tract 
Society, signed by the Rev. J. G. Lehmann, 
of Cassell, Germany, was presented, asking 
for Scriptures in German, Russian, French, 
and Polish, and for money to aid in distribut- 
ing them for use among the fsoldiers. The 
Board carefully considered the whole matter 
and took action. (See page 137). 

The Distribution Committee was authorized 
to disburse, in consultation with the Secre- 
taries, any sums that may be contributed for 
the purpose of meeting such appeals. 

The consignments to Foreign Agencies for 
the month of July were as follows: To 
Central America, 3,002 volumes, valued at 
$543.75; to Mexico, 1,328 volumes, valued 
at $155.42; to West Indian, 9,906 volumes, 
valued at $1,395.55. Total, 14,236 volumes, 
valued at $2,094.72.
